1.  In  case  of  a prosecution  or  trial  for  treason  or 
felony,  or  misdemeanor,  in  any  Court  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer  and  General  Gaol  Delivery,  the  Registrar  of 
the  Court  before  ivhich  the  prosecution  or  trial  takes 
place,  may  pay  to  any  one  who  attends  on  recogni- 
zance or  subpeena,  or  on  the  request  of  the  Crown 
Counsel,  to  give  evidence  or  who  gives  evidence  on  the 
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part  of  tlie  Crown,  such  sum  of  money  as  to  the  said 
Registrar  seems  reasonable  and  sutiicient  to  compen- 
sate .such  witness  for  his  costs  and  cliarges  in  attend- 
ing as  such  witness,  but  such  sum  shall  not  exceed  the 
following:— 

To  witnesses  being  Chinese  or  Indians, 
their  reasonable  expenses  actually  in- 
curred in  travelling,  in  lieu  of  mile- 
age, and  a sum  not  exceeding !>1  per  diem. 

To  witnesses  other  than  the  above. ...  2 ,, 

To  barristers,  solicitors,  ]>hysicians,  sur- 
geons, engineers  and  surveyors,  when 
called  upon  to  give  evidence  of,  or  in 
couseciuence  of,  any  ]irofessional  ser- 
vice lenilered  by  tliem,  or  to  give 
professional  opinions  or  evidence  de-

The  travelling  e.xpenses  of  witnesses  over  three  miles 
shall  be  allowed,  acconling  to  the  sums  reasonalily 
and  actually  paid,  but  in  no  case  shall  exceed 
thirty  cents  per  mile  one  way. 

2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the 
payment,  by  the  Crown,  of  fees  to  witnesses  in  the 
case  of  an  indictment  or  information  l>y  a private  pro- 
secutor for  the  publication  of  a defamatory  libel. 

3.  Notliing  iiercin  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
entitle  a witness  in  any  case  to  which  this  order  ap- 
plies to  require  payment  of  any  sum  of  money  previous 
to  the  ileterniination  of  the  prosecution  or  trial  at 
which  he  attends  as  a witness.
